BPRESENTATIVE J. R. ANDER-

| mitted the following statement as 
‘to his charges against Southern Cotton | 


Association officialg during the inves 
tigation; : 

“T wish to preface this statement with 

‘a reference to certain published utter- 
ances of Mr. Richard Cheatham. 
_ “tl. The published interviews given out 
by Mr. Cheatham,, secretary, in regard to 
charges made by me, state one thing one 
day and a different thing the next day. 
Both of his gtatements are equally ridic- 
ulous and equally without foundation; 

‘“(a) In hig interview and card, pub- 
| lished in The Atlanta Journal of the 28th 
instant, he says that my charges were 
'made for the purpose of diverting the at- 
tention of the state senate from the main 
irsue, and he says that the purpose of 
his card was ‘to put the puflic on notice 
that all the din and smoke and nolse and 
dust is raised 
and to divert the minds of the Georgla 
state. senate away from the merits of the 
Boykin bill for the suppression of future 
gambling in Georgia;’ 

“(b) In his interview and card, pub- 
lished in The Atlanta Constitution of the 
29th instant, the gives out that what he 
is pleased to call the present attack upon 
the officers of the Southern Cotton As- 
sociation is part of an organized bear 
campaign against cotton. 

“Now, when he made these statements, 
Mr. Cheatham knew perfectly well that 
they were both false, and that they ex- 
isted solely in his own imagination. He

HUTCHENS SHEDS LIGHT. 
ON CEDARTOWN MEETING 


EDARTOWN, GA., July 31, 1906.— 
Editor Constitution: I saw in the 
issue of yesterday’s Journal a re- 

port of the speech of Mr. Arnold delivered 
at Cedartown on Saturday, the 28th, inst., 


in which a personal reference to me is had. 


Lt is as follows: 

“It was rumored that Mr. Rufe Hutch- 
ens would attend the meeting and would 
ask for a division of time, and Mr. Hutch- 
ens had so stated. He was present at 
the meeting but put in no request to be 
allowed to speak. Mr. -‘Rofe Hutchens, it 
will be remembered, is the young politi- 
clan who interrupted Mr. Hoke Smith's 
speech at Buchanan and who within less 
than thirty days afterwards was given 
a job as local attorney of the Seaboard 
Air Line railway at Cedartown, and now 
rides around on free passes.

I do not*know the author of the report, 
whieh purports to have been sent in from

DEALING IN COTTON CONTRACTS

To Mr. Harvie Jordan, ‘President of 
the Southern Cotton Association, and 
Edjtor of The Cotton Journal, At- 
lonta, Ga.—Sir; My attention has 
gest been called to an article pre- 
paved by you for the Atlanta 
Men's Association, and published in a 
recent issue: of The Atlanta Journal. I 
have read it with some care. 

- As I am a member of the New York 
cotton exchange, and of the New Orleang 
cotton exchange, and, through my own 
firm and that of my associates, Messrs. 
Gibert & Clay, of New orieans, represent 
@ large southern clientele, dealing in spot. 
cotton and cotton contraets, I believe I 
may be pardoned for construing your 
attack upon the .New York cotton ex- 
change as a personal one, and also as an 
affront to every southern customer of 
Curs who contracts for cotton through 
those exchanges. 

As I understand it, the main purpose of 
your article was to forward the passage 
of a bill now pending mn the Georgia 


:

thie opinion: “If the planter wishes to 
prohibit the system of buying and selling 
futures, I think the manufacturers should 
let him have his wish. The effect would 
be to cause @ large accumulation of cot- 
ton at the receiving points, at certain 
seasons, which, being held for actual 
cash purchases,’ would find a smaller 
humber of Duyers than now exist. There 
would be times when the load would be 
gteater than the factors could carry, and 
a buyer with ready money could buy to 
great advantage. If futures were abolish- 
ed, the number of buyers would be less, 
and the average price lower.’ 

I have quoted at length from this testi- 
mony taken in 1895, because it applies 
with just as much force to present con- 
ditions as it did ten or twelve years ago. 

Of course you will not deny the fact 
that extreme fluctuationg in prices are 
harmful to both the producer and con- 
sumer, and in thig connection I invite 
your attention to a bulletin published by 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, eptitled, ‘Production and Price 


legislature, to prevent dealing in cotton}of Cotton for One Hundred Years.’’ On 


contracts in the state of Georgia. I say I 
have read your article with care, but I 
confess I have failed to find one sound 
logical argument in swpport of your 
contention. You indulge in vituperation 
and wanton calumny in characterizing” 
the New York cotton exchange as a 
“den of iniquity,’ and a “olearing house 
of corruption,””’ and you make various 
barefaced statements which would be 
unworthy of notice if it were not for the 
official position you hold as president of 
the Southern Cotton Association, and as 
editor of a journal which you are at- 
tempting to make the recognized organ 
of that association. 

It is plain enough to any reader of 
your article that you not only condemn 
and would destroy “bucket shops’’ and 
“local exchanges,” but also the New 
York “den of iniquity’’ and every other 
cotton exchange in the United States, for 
you state that the Southern Cotton As- 
sociation, in al] its state and national 
conventions, has passed strong resolu- 
tions demanding the enactment of laws 
by all southern states preventing specu- 
lation in cotton contracts through any 
source. 

Has it ever occurred to yow that if 
you and your association could accom- 
plish such legislation— 

_ That you would destroy the powerful 
competition that hag been built up under 
the contract system— 

That the number of buyers would be 
less, and the price consequently lower— 

That buyers in control of large amounts 
of capital could at opportune times se- 
eure better bargains than now— 
That the whole volume of the contract 
business could be transferred to Liver- 
pool, Havre and other foreign markets, 
thus placing us at the mercy of for- 
eligr traders— 

That the fluctuation in prices would be 
more unsteady and violent? 

If you doubt that such would be the 
result, I would refer you to the testi- 
mony of numerous cotton merchants and 
spinners given to the United States sen- 
ate committee on agriculture, and re- 
ported to the senate in February, 1!895. 
I especially recommend this report to you 
; because it would eniignten you upon 

ome matters regarding which you seem 
fe be densely ignorant. For instance, 
y say: 

“No spinner would thmk for a moment 
of executing a purchase of a@ contract 
for cotton to be delivered at a future 
date through the New York cotton ex- 
change with the expectation of getting 
what he bought.” 

In a letter to the senate committee Mr. 
Elliot C. Clarke, treasurer of the Boott 
cotton mills, makes this statement: ‘It 
ig not unusual that large contracts for 
the manufacture of goods, sometimes 
covering six to twelve months deliveries, 


‘ ,

are offered during the early summer. | 
Sometimes it would be impossible to. pro- 
cure promptiy sufficient cotton to fill 
these contracts at the time they are taken. | 
By means of the exchanges the cotton can 
be obtained when needed, and the price 
of it determined at the time it is made. 
I frequently have had occasion to buy 
cotton in this way from responsible 
firms’’—and he names three New York 
firms with whom he made contracts. 
Other spinners make similar statements, 

But what Mr. Howard Stockton, treas- 
urer of the Merrimack Manufacturing 
Company, wrote to the ‘committee is 
especially worth your consideration: ‘‘My 
opinion,’ he said, “is that the system of 


gelling cotton for future delivery is a 
great convenience to manufacturers. 
enables them to contract ahead for their! 
goods and to secure raw material for 
making the same at a certain definite 
price. It tends to prevent extreme fluc- 
tuations in price which existed before 
the exchanges were started. With those 
manufacturers who have a large quick 
capital, the best way to buy their cotton 
is to wait until it comes in freely in 
larger quantities than a ‘legitimate de- 
mand for spinning’ will absorb. Without

page 20 a series of tables is presented, 
showing the range of prices of middling 
cotton in New ‘York since the year /82!. 
These tables show that prior to the estab. 
lishment of the cotton exchanges in this 
country the fluctuations in the price of 
cotton were far more extreme and violent 
than they have been since the inaugura- 
tion of the contract system. The depart- 
ment’s bulletin makes the following de- 
duction from a comparison of the range 
of prices since 182!: “Leaving out the 
war period, and those year when the 
crop of.the United States had not reached 
a supply equal to thet just preceding the 
war (say from |866 to 1878), there ap- 
pears to have been a gradual diroinution 
in the range of prices, the fluctuations 
being less during the decade i881-1890 


|than at any other period, that since |890 


being slightly in excess because of a 
continued movement in the price (oc- 
casioned by the enormously increased 
crops) whith had not before existed.’’ 
The only exception that can be made to 
this statement is the violent fluctuations 
in 1903, when there was an extraordi- 
nary demand for cotton, occasfoned by 
the very small crop produced. 

You make the atatement that last year 
the south produced 
cotton, while the records of the big ex- 
changes will show dealings in nearly 
500,000,000 bales in the past twelve 
months; that if every transaction «had 
been a bona fide one it would have re- 
quired the delivery of fully 250,000,000 
bales of cotton; that the legitimate laws 
of supply and demand are not recog- 
nized, etc. 

These statements. are merely pre- 
sumptuous. A contract for future de- 
livery is something like a check or bank 
note. A check for $100 may be endorsed 
to a number of persons and thus pay 
debts aggregating many times its face 
value before it is cashed at the bank. A 
$100 bank note may during the course 
of a day discharge $1,000 of indebted- 
ness. And so a contract for !00 bales of 
cotton may be sold several times dur- 
ing the day, or fifty times before it ex- 
pires, “and every time it is sold it ts 
recorded as a transaction in .!00 bales of 
cotton. If it should be sold fifty times 
before the expiration of the contract or 
the day of delivery, this would not mean 
that 5,000 bales had been eold, but only 
100 bales transferred fifty times. 

As to the exchanges manipulating 
prices in disregard of the laws of supply 
and demand, the assertion is too ridicu-’ 
loug for serious consideration. There is 
perhaps no class of business men in the 
world who study so carefully these eco- 
nomic laws. Since the Organization of the 
exchanges they have had better facili- 
ties than any other class of business men 
for ‘ascertaining and anticipating the 
production of the raw material dealt in 


-and the demand for it. for, like no other 


great commodity, practically every bale 
of cotton may be traced from the place 
of production to the place of consump- 
tion. The exchanges could have no ex- 
istence if they attenipted to interfere 
with the laws of supply and demand. 
The laws of supply and demand are as 
forceful as the laws of physics, but it le 
due to your efforts that the supply has 


been underestimated and the demand ex- | 


aggerated, which has resulted in serious 


‘loss to the producers of cotton during 


the past year. 

The south will never forget, and mem- 
bers of your own association so state, 
that your {5-cent propaganda has re- 
suited in great and serious losses, as 
have the speculative transactions of peo- 
ple who have based their judgment on. 
your assertions of*a small supply. 

Your activity in supporr(f the Boykin 
bill is interesting, espectal’y as you bring 
to bear upon it all the false reasoning 
of which you are capable. 

There is hardly a difference of opinion 
as to the advisability of suppressing 
“bucket shops,’’ as they are really the 
temptation for gambling for those who 
follow your reasoning, and who should 
confine themselves to their legitimate. 
business efforts; but {ft stgikes us all as 
rather absurd that, assuming the atti-
